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Fashions  From  1905  ... 

In  this  year  of  centennial  celebrations  all  over  the  Middle- 
west,  people  are  wearing  the  costumes  of  a  hundred  years  ago. 
Students  at  Northwest  Missouri  State  College  have  wondered  If 
they  might  dress  in  keeping  with  this  Golden  Anniversary  of  the 
College.  If  they  do  so  dress,  what  will  they  be  wearing?  Surely 
not  the  costumes  of  a  century  ago.  The  question  they  must  first 
answer  is.  What  did  the  people  of  1905-1906  wear? 

Let  us  have  fi  look  this  week  at  women's  fashions  of  fifty 
years  ago.  One  of  the  women's  magazines  carries  each 
month  items  from  fifty  years  ago.  Scanning  the  columns 
up  to  the  present  month,  one  comes  up  with  a  fair  picture  of 
of  the  ^oman  of  fashion  when  this  College  was  coming  in¬ 
to  being. 

Women  were  wearing  big  veils— chiffon  ones  to  protect  the 
skin  from  freckles,  to  keep  off  dust  or  cinders,  to  trail  out  behind 
when  riding  in  the  new  Oldsmobile  seven-horsepower  runabout 
that  could  be  bought  for  $650.  If  a  woman  were  going  to  the 
seashore,  she  was  advised  to  fry  a  red  gauze  veil  to  prevent  sun¬ 
burn.  The  queer  thing  about  it,  however,  is  that  the  women  of 
1905  went  bathing  "in  black  or  navy  twill,  with  bloomers,  skirts, 
long  sleeves  and  high  necks,  worn  with  sunbonnets  and  often 
gloves,  as  well  as  stockings  and  shoes,"  according  to  another  is¬ 
sue  of  the  magazine. 

The  costumes  of  the  ladies  were  influenced  by  the  Floradora 
Girls.  Whalebones  were  necessary  for  the  fitted  waists  the  wom¬ 
en  were  wearing.  Featherboning  kept  high  pointed  collars  well 
up  under  the  ears  and  up  to  the  hairline  in  the  back.  Pompa¬ 
dours  were  popular,  with  the  hair  in  a  knot  at  the  back  just 
clearing  the  high  collar.  If  a  woman  did  not  have  sufficent  hair 
for  a  pompadour,  she  could  buy  a  "Natural  Wavy  Parted  Pompa¬ 
dour  Human  Hair  Switch"  for  $3.00.  If  she  removed  her  big 
Floradora  hat  for  evening  she  was  likely  to  wear  in  her  hair  a 
fancy  tortoise-shell  comb  with  brilliants  or  other  decoration. 

By  September  of  1905,  Paris  had  decreed  that  gowns  were 
to  be  eight  yards  around  the  bottom  (touching  the  ground  on  all 
sides  and  so  tightly  fitted  across  the  hips  that  a  newspaper  of 
the  times  commented  upon  the  skirts  that  "applied  such  sculptural 
indiscretion  to  the  female  outline."  The  advertisements  offered 
"The  Hip  Form"  that  "makes  the  figure  symmetrical,  overcomes 
that  flatness  at  the  back  and  side  hips— invisible,  light  in  weight, 
thoroughly  ventilated."  The  form  finally  achieved  for  the  Perfect 
Thirty-Six  had  a  26-inch  waist  and  42-inch  hips.  The  eight  yards 
of  material  around  the  bottom  of  the  skirts  required  cable  cording 
to  give  them  swing  and  a  dust  ruffle  to  keep  them  from  picking 
up  street  dust. 

Shoes  were  high.  The  magazine  comments,  "What  a 
common  sight  it  is  to  see  a  man  fastening  up  the  laces  of  his 
walking  companion"  and  advises  women  to  consult  their 
shoe  salesman  about  how  to  tie  their  shoe  laces  to  keep 
them  from  coming  untied. 

The  men  of  1905-1906  did  not  wear  beards,  but  the  young 
swains  did  leave  "bouquets  of  spring  flowers  on  May  Day  for 
the  young  ladies."  More  research  will  be  needed  to  produce  an 
article  about  the  well-dressed  man  of  the  period.  The  young 
man  of  1955  might  be  interested  in  the  answer  that  was  given  a 
young  man  of  1905  who  had  asked  on  what  income  a  man 
should  marry.  The  answer  was  "On  savings  of  $300  and  a  salary 
of  $10  to  $15  a  week,"  That  may  have  a  bearing  on  how  he 
dressed.
